Good Will Purpose of Trip. 


One of the first implications of the 
trip will be to accentuate the interest 
of the next administration in cement- 
ing friendship and establishing good 
will between the United States and the 
republics on the American continent, 
and giving this phase of foreign rela- 
tions precedence over American intere 
est in the affairs of Europe. 

Since the World War affairs in Eue 
rope have had the spotlight of atten- 
tion in the United States, with the 
important trade possibilities of South 
American countries left in the back- 
ground and only partially developed. 
There has grown up in official circles 
here a pronounced support for the 
idea of closer relationship between the 
United States and the sister republics, 
and Mr Hoover is known to have 
shared this view. 

It will be impossible for Mr. Hoover 
to dissociate the idea of international 
significance in his trip, even if he 
should desire to do so South Amerie 
can countries attribute especial ime 
portance to a visit of the contemplated 
character and the resulting benefits 
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to international good will will remain 
for extended periods. 

The visit of Elihu Root to South 
America in 1906, while he was Secre- 
tary of State in Roosevelt's Cabinet. 
proved a landmark in America’s rela- 
tions with the South American coun- 
tries. Mr Root succeeded in demon- 
Strating to the South American re- 
publics that they had been laboring 
under a complete misunderstanding as 
to the purposes ideals and aspirations 
of the United States in dealing with 
the nations on this hemisphere. 

The Root policy of conciliation and 
recognition of South American rights 
remained until the so-called “dollar 
diplomacy” of Secretary of State Knox 
in the Taft administration sought to 
prove mutually beneficial but alienated 
to some extent the good will of certain 
Latin-American countries. 

The visit of Mr Hoover to foreign 
shores while President-elect will not 
establish a precedent. After his elec- 
tion in 1920, Harding visited Panama 
was entertained by the Panamanian 
serena and had an opportunity of 
earning at first hand much valuable 
information respecting the Panama 
Canal. 

One of the difficulties of planning 
an itinerary will undoubtedly result 
from the desire of every country in 
both South and Central America to 
have President-elect Hoover include 
them. The government of Mexico will 
unquestionably extend an invitation, 
and Nicaragua, Guatemala, Costa Rica 
Honduras and Panama will likewise ex- 
tend invitations. To visit one Central 
American country without visiting the 
others would be a bitter disappoint- 
ment to the countries not visited, so 
that Mr. Hoover may confine his visit 
to South America without including 
Central American republics.

Announced at Palo Alto. 


Stanford University, Calif., Nov. 9 
(A.P.).—A good-will wip to certain 
Latin-American countries is proposed 
by Herbert Hoover before he returns to 
Washington for his inauguration on 
March 4. Announcement of the inten- 
tion of the President-elect was made 
almost simultaneously at the White 
House in Washington and at the Hoover 
home here today 

“I have had the suggestion of a visit 
to certain Latin-American countries 
before me for some days” said the 
statement issued by the President-elect. 
“It has been cordially supported by 
President Coolidge and Secretary Kel- 
logg. There are considerations of the 
time required and other matters which 
delay final determination for a few 
days.” 

Although the plans necessarily are 
indefinite at this time pending diplo- 
matic exchanges between the State De- 
partment and the countries of South 
America he proposed to visit, it is the 
understanding that departure will be 
made from San Francisco late next 
week on a battleship, probably the 
Maryland, flagship of the United States 
battle fleet Should Mr. Hoover follow 
the usual routes for such tours of 
South America his trip would require 
about two months as it would take 
him to all of the larger countries of 
the southern continent, both on the 
west and the east coasts. 

The cxpectation is that from San 
Francisco the President-elect will go to 
Colombia, Ecuador, Argentine, Peru, 
Brazil, Chile and the larger countries 
on that continent After completing 
his tour of the continent Hoover, it is 
believed, would board another battle- 
ship at an eastern South American port 
and return to the United States.

lic value and importance.

Paris, Nov. 9 (A.P.).—Princess Murat, 
born Helena McDonald Stallo, of Cin- 
cinnati, has. been awarded a divorce 
from Prince Michel Joachim Murat on 
the ground of abandonment. She mar- 


ried the descendant of Napoleon's gen- 
eral and King of Naples at Paris on 
February 13, 1913. 

Prince Murat was sentenced to eight 
months in prison in Paris in November, 
1925, on the complaint of the Countess 
de Salverte, who, it was stated, gave 
the prince 600,000 francs worth 
jewels to be pledged to provide her 
with funds for stock market operatiqns. 
It was testified that the prince took 
the jewels to London, pledged them 
and sold the pawn tickets. 

Princess Murat arrived in America in 
December, 1925. In March, 1926, she 
became a gown saleswoman in a Fifth 
Avenue store in New. York. She in- 
herited a fortune from her grand- 
father, Aiexander McDonald, of Cincin- 
natL. 

Prince Murat, in December, 1926, 
was again sentenced to prison when he 
was found guilty of aiding to defraud 
the shareholders of a company of which 
he was president. The supposed object 
of this company was to breed silver 
foxes in France with the promise of 
a large return through the demand for 
fox fur.

The northern stream of lava had 
joined this larger and central one. The 
third and southernmost stream was 
within a few hundred feet of the rail-

the rate of 32 feet an hour.

MR. HOOVER’S TRIP. 


President-elect Hoover’s visit to South 
America, en route to Washington, can 
not fail to have a beneficial effect upon 
inter-American relations. The purpose 
of the visit is to tender the good will of 
the next President of the United States 
to the countries visited. Such an over- 
ture on the part of any South American 
president-elect would always be gladly 
welcomed by Americans, and there is no 
reason to doubt that Mr. Hoover will be 
warmly received at every port. 

Cultural and commercial intercourse 
between the two Americas is steadily ex- 
panding, greatly to their mutual benefit. 
Political relations are self-respecting and 
friendly, in spite of occasional efforts by 
politicians to exaggerate minor differ- 
ences. The assistance rendered by the 
United States to the Nicaraguan people 
in enabling them to elect a government 
of their own choice is beginning to ap- 
pear in its true light, and not as an act 
of imperialistic aggression. The United 
States has also been fortunate in further- 
ing better relations between Chile and 
Peru, with a prospect that they will soon 
reach an adjustment of all differences. 
Toward all South American governments 
the United States cherishes fraternal 
regard, rejoicing in their independence 
and progress. 

The people of the United States hope 
that Argentina, Brazil, Chile and other 
South American republics will soon ad- 
here to the treaty renouncing war. This 
pact is framed in the interest of all 
humanity, and by no possibility can its 
provisions be construed to be inimical! to 
the interest of any Nation. If Mr. Hoo- 
ver’s visit should tend to convince South 
America that the United States in pro- 
posing this treaty is actuated by the 
purest motives, and that adherence on 
their part will help the cause of world 
peace, his long journey will have proved 
another valuable contribution to his long 
list of accomplishments in behalf of hu- 
manity. He is an ideal spokesman of 
America and the American spirit. 


STUDY OF THE MIND. 


Interest in the subject of mental hygiene 
is of comparatively modern origin. Formerly 
the insane, the feeble-minded and the delin- 
quent were looked upon merely as unfortunates 
who would have to go through life handicap 
ped by their shortcomings. Today, however, it is 
recognized that in a great many cases such 
shortcomings are amenable to treatment, 
just as is physical disease. Possibly mental 
hygiene can not yet be termed a science. A 
vast store of knowledge having to do with it 
has been collected, but much more knowledge 
of a fundamental sort and much experience 
in social procedure must yet be obtained. 

Twenty years ago there was formed the 
National Committee for Mental Hygiene. This 
week it met in New York and announced the 
creation of the American Foundation for Men- 
tal Hygiene, ‘“‘for the exclusive purpose of 
financing and doing work that wil] enable men, 
women and children to live happier, healthier 
and more efficient lives through a better un- 
derstanding and management of the processes 
of their minds and of the controlling forces in 
human behavior.” The project stands as a 
permanent guarantee of the continuance of 
the work begun twenty years ago for better 
treatment of the insane and feeble-minded, 
the reduction and prevention of mental and 
nervous disorders and defects, and the pro- 
motion of mental health. 

In 1930, it was announced further, there 
will be held in this city an international con- 
ference on mental hygiene, out of which it is 
expected will come an international committee 
to act as a clearing house for all phases of 
the subject and as a coordinating agency for 
the development of programs of activity and 
study in the field of mental hygiene for the 
penefit of all countries. Discussing the plans 
and purposes of the congress, Dr. F,. E. Will- 
iams, medical director of the Committee for 
Mental Hygiene, says: ‘‘Problems in mental 
hygiene, or human behavior, whether they 
concern loves and hates, likes and dislikes, 
rrejudices or enthusiasms, or whether they 
concern matters of larger social failure in 
the form of delinquency, dependency, inade- 
cuacy or mental ari nervous diseases and de- 
Sects, are not peculiar to any one country. We 
need to pool whatever knowledge has been 
gained on these subjects, to reach, if possible, 
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a consensus of opinion on certain fundamental 
matters, to learn where knowledge is yet too 
incomplete to make possible such agreement, 
and to search out the next steps in the ap- 
proach to a clearer understanding of the‘forces 
which go to make up human nature and to 
determine human relationships.” 

Physical health depends largely upon mental 
health; to a very. considerable degree social 
and industrial problems depend for their solu- 
tion upon mental health. The study of the 
human mind is a vast undertaking, with an 
unlimited and unexplored field in which to 
work, and with rich rewards for the explorers. 


OBREGON'S MURDERER. 

It was inevitable that Leon de Toral, mur- 
derer of Alvaro Obregon, should suffer death. 
The sentence of the “intellectual author” of 
the crime, Madre Concepcion, to serve a term 


of 20 years, may not stand should she be 


given a retrial. Sympathy goes out to the 


woman who has protested her innocence and 
who, in any case, was repudiated by har esu- 


periors as an irresponsible fanatic. The con- 


viction of the perpetrator of the crime re- 
flects credit upon the Mexican people, who 
exercised their powers of restraint, and per- 
mitted justice to take its course. 

The crime being admitted by ‘Toral, and 
there being no palliating circumstances of 
which the court could take account, the penalty 
was foreshadowed. The wider interest in the 
proceedings lies in the fact that the courts 
passed upon the crime, that there were no 
serious outbreaks, and that the political parties 
sought to keep the state within the bounds of 
constitutional procedure, under provocation to 
resort to force. It is also to be pointed out 
that the examination of the culprit disclosed no 
accessories and left him as solely accountable, 
acting upon impulse and disordered reason- 
ing. 

Mexico has dealt with this case as a civilized 
and justice-loving nation.

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FLOOD RELIEF WORK. 


Not until the American Red Cross issued its 
report could the range and extent of its bene- 
factions in administering relief to the stricken 
in the Mississippi flood areas be appreciated, 
That report bristles with figures for a wide 
scope of services to the unfortunates in rput- 
ting on their feet the members of 65,000 
families. Entirely apart from damage done 
to public utilities and properties, but computed 
for family losses only,.the report shows tlat 
41,487 buildings were destroyed, while no less 
than 162,000 were flooded. In all, 18,764,765 
cultivated acres were in the flooded districts, 
with 5,289,000 acres flooded and desolated. 
Live stock and poultry were literally wiped 
out of existence in these millions of ruined 
acres. The tabulation shows that 1,175,€73 
animals and fowls were drowned. Along with 
this loss went the farm equipment of most 
of the farms affected. 

So runs the story of loss; but the story of 
relief is one of the brightest chapters*that 
America has ever known. The total relief 
funds present the splendid total of $16,994,- 
868.61, for which $5,000,000 was expended 
for food, another like sum being divided be- 
tween seed and feed for stock. Close to 2,500,- 
000 acres needed seeding by the organization’s 
funds, and buildings erected or repaired num- 
bered many thousands, Household goods and 
farm utensils had to be replaced. Not the 
least of the services of mercy entailing large 
expenditure was the treatment of 457,700 
typhus cases; and the vaccination of all who 
had not been so treated before or who nesded 
fresh inoculation. Equipped with a fleet of 
1,000 boats, which rescued 300 times that 
many from the levees, the organization entered 
upon its work of extraordinary devotion and 
sacrifice. Of those who did the heroic work 
many will remain unknown outside of official 
records, but the ones who were in the humblest 
manner identified with it, as well as those 
who had the responsibility of planning. and 
putting into effect the enterprise, deserve well 
of the republic. 


WHIMS IN COLORS OF FOOD. 


A New York cooking institute has applied 
the “blindfold test” to mushrooms to ascertain 
whether there is any difference in taste be- 
tween the white and brown varieties of the 
popular fungus. It reports that in fine flavor 
and in food value there is not a whit of difer- 
ence. For years, however, the New York 


housewife has insisted.upon the white variety, 


and its cost, as a result, has exceeded consid- 
erably that of the cream and brown variety, 
Color plays an important part in food pref- 
erence. Because of a popular conception tbat 
a certain color denotes better quality or flavor, 
housewives willingly add many dollars to their 
food expenditures to obtain it. Not always 
are similar colors preferred in different {ocali- 
ties. The Boston housewife, for exaniple, be- 


lieves that a brown egg is richer than a white 
egg; consequently, in Boston brown eggs com- 


mand fancy prices. In New York, however, 
quite the reverse is true. White eggs are con- 
sidered better than brown, and the difference 
in price is considerable. 

It is no easy task to break down such preju- 
dice. Salmon packers for several, years have 
been carrying on an advertising campaign 
seeking to break down preference for red 
color in their, product. There is, by labora- 
tory test, no difference in flavor or food value 
between pink salmon and red salmon: yet 
thousands of dollars have had to be spent to 
impress the fact upon housewives, Even yet 
there exists a preference for salmon of ruddy 
hue, but gradually the fact is being established 
that the more plentiful pink variety is equally 
desirable, 

Preference for red salmon, white mush- 
rooms and eggs, brown or white, as the case 
may be, costs everybody money. Distributors 
are fully justified in tacking on to the price 
the cost of sorting out the preferred variety, 
and they profit no more and sometimes less 
because of the preference demand. The houge- 
wife loses most, since she gets no better flavor 
or additional food value for the extra price.

FREDERICK THE GREAT. 


It is a singular fact that there has not 
been known to exist until very recently a true 
likeness to Frederick the Great. The only one 
that was done from life, the long lost portrait 
by the greatest painter of his time, Anton 
Graff, has now come to light. It disappeared 
100 years ago and might well have been de- 
stroyed, so little did the portrait when re- 
covered at a dealer’s shop show its real value, 
covered as it was with a dozen coats of varnish 
and badly grimed. Yet through some favoring 
circumstance the picture survived through the 
years of its wandering, s° 
. The portrait made in the Sans Souci Palace 
at Potsdam has long been believed to be a 
copy, based upon an engraving, which in turn 
was based upon the only painting in life, the 
now recovered Graff. 

The picture reveals a new Frederick. It is 
said to show the true characteristics of the 
man, instead of being flabby and sapless, like 
the Potsdam portrait. Full of the irritability, 
choler, and contemptuous masterfulness of the 
man who ranks among empire builders, the 
likeness shows keen and brilliant eyes and 
the lineaments of a highly: specialized per- 
sonality. 

Students of the amazing individual whose 
boyhood characteristics were so different from 
those of ‘his later development, under the spur 
and goad, the contempt and rigorous training 
of his unrelenting father, will welcome a por- 
trait that preserves this character in its full 
hardening, having been painted toward the 
close of his career. Americans have always 
had a special regard for the man who saw in 
George Washington one of the master strate- 
gists of all time.

Harvard’s New Plan. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
Harvard University’s “inner college” 
made possible by an anonymous gift 
of $3,000,000, promises to be an interest- 
ing experiment in education. Briefly, 
the plan proposes a group of dormi- 
tories, dining halls and common rooms 
in which will be accommodated be- 
tween 200 and 300 students, living to- 
gether as a college within the college 
on a basis somewhat similar to stu- 
dents in the colleges of Oxford and 
Cambridge Universities in England. 
The students will attend the same 
classes as heretofore and no change is 
involved in the method of teaching. 
It is hoped, however, to obtain a com- 
bination of the advantages of the small 
and the large institution, to improve 
the social possibilities of college edu- 
cation and to promote better under- 
standing between diverse groups of 
students. 

It is well that no attempt is being 
made to take over the British theory 
of college education. Conditions in the 
United States are so dissimilar to those 
in England that a purely British edu- 
cational system transported overseas 
probably would fail. By taking the 
best of the English system, however, 
and adapting it to well-established 
American principles, it is possible that 
an improved system will result. i

The prediction of the late Rear Ad- 
miral Bullard, former chairman of the 
Radio Commission, that China would 
soon begin to wake up in radio matters 
apparently began to be realized yester- 
day when David Sarnoff, vice president 
of the Radio Corporation, an old friend 
of the admiral, announced that a con- 
tract had been signed with the Nanking 
Nationalist government in China for 
the erection of two radio transmitters 
and three receiving stations in the vi- 
cinity of Shanghai. The Installations 
will be the same as the latest high- 
power stations erected for R. C. A 
transatlantic circuits, and will embody 
all the latest devices for automatic 
high-speed transmission and reception 
of messages. 

Six months will be required to manu- 
facture the apparatus, and a like period 
of time to ship the parts to China and 
erect the stations. The cost will be in 
the neighborhood of $200,000. Interna- 
tional telegraph service through the 
Stations to Europe and the United 
States will thus be available in a year. 

“The stations will be so equipped,” 
said Mr. Sarnoff, “that facsimile devices 
may be attached when facsimile comes 
into general use. Chinese writing is by 
characters which have no relation to 
spoken language and there Is no alpha- 
bet. The facsimile process will perhaps 
make telegraphy in China more easy 
than tn Western nations. It has here- 
tofore certainly been more difficult.”

Rice ta charged, on Nis own confers 
slot, With having strangled the girl 
with # cord from an electric tron afte: 
having knocked her unconscious In her 
home at Port Richmond, after the two 
had spent the day together alone 11) 
the house. In his statement to police 
Rice said that he knocked her down in 
anger when she sought te embrace him 
after he had refused to kiss her. He 
Wis tvabie to explain his reason fo 
strangling her. 

The proceedings before the Rich- 
mond County Supreme Court took Just 
eight minutes. Counsel for Rice was 
given ten days to change the plea or 
enter motions. Rice was represented 
by Edward T. Kelley, in the absence of 
Frank H. Inness. 


Trial Date Held Up. 


Justice John B. Johnston announced 
that no date would be set for the Rice 
trial until after the conclusion of a case 
now before the prosecutors. Inness said 
that he will have Rice examined by 
alienists and if their report warranted 
it he would apply for a commission in 
lunacy to determine his client's sanity 

No members of Rice's family were 
present at the proceedings. The boy 
was dressed in the same suit he wore 
when arrested. 

During the arraignment he kept his 
eyes on the face of Justice Johnston 
but before the proceedings started he 
let his gaze wander over the thronged 
courtroom. He showed a lively interes’ 
in everything that went on. and mig!'! 
easily have been mistaken for a spec- 
tor if it had not been for his con- 
spicuous seat in the front row between 
two sheriff's officers. 

Sheriff William 8S. Hart said that Rice 


who has been confined in the jail since | 


his apprehension the day after the mur- 
der, is a model prisoner.- behaving nor- 
mally in every way Acting on the de- 
fense'’s theory of insanity, however. the 
sheriff is having Rice carefully watched 
to prevent an attempt at suicide. 


Sentiment Sharply Divided. 


Sentiment on Staten Island is sharp- 


ly divided on the case. Residents of 
Port Richmond, the home of the dead 
girl, appear to be wrought up against 
Rice, but a number of people from 
Tomkinsville, where he lives. have 
come to authorities voluntarily to ex- 
press the willingness to act as charac- 


ter witnesses for the boy. 


Some of these assert that his con- 
cuct has always been excellent, while 
others, while sharing that opinion. say 
that he had seemed to them sometimes 
Strange in his actions. 

Rice has received numerous letters 
from friends since his confinement, ex- 
pressing their sympathy and asking if 
they could be of any help to him 

Mrs. Joost, mother of Alice, expressed 
the hope that justice would run its 
course. 

“T am confident that‘he will receive

Auto Victim on Stretcher 
Fails to Convince Jurors 


Panel Unable to Agree on Intoxication Charge Following 
Statement of B. R. Hudson That Louis Armstrong’s 
Car Struck Him—Driver Admits Drinking. 


Testimony given by the victim of a 
traffic mishap while lying on 4a 
stretcher. yesterday failed to convince 
a Police Court jury that the driver of 
an automobile, which resulted in the 


victim becoming an invalid, drove the 
vehicle while drunk. 

After three hours deliberation, the 
jurors failed to agree and were dlis- 
charged by Judge John P. McMahon. 

Bert Richard Hudson, 29 years old, 
of 461 M street southwest, was taken 
to the courthouse in a private am- 
bulance and carried to the courtroom 
on a stretcher. -He testified against 
Louis Armstrong, 32 years old. 

Hudson, speaking in a voice so low 
that he scarcely was audible, de- 
clared that while he and a friend were 
pushing his disabled automobile on 
Pennsylvania avenue bridge September 
29, an automobile driven by Armstrong 
struck him, pinning him against his 
own car and rendering him senseless. 

Recovering his senses, Hudson said, 
he found himself in Armstrong’s car 
on the way to Providence hospital.

Physicians informed him, Hudson 
said, that it will be six months before 
he will able to walk. 

Armstrong admitted that he had 
two drinks of corn whiskey two hoars 
before the mishap. ~but denied he was 
under the influence of the intoxicant. 
After driving Hudson. to the hospital, 
Armstrong said he drove downtown to 
meet his wife and then surrendered to 
Fifth Precinct police.
